Honaxona, May 24re. 1884, 


Tne report of tho Colonial Surgeon on the 
health of the Culony for 1883 shows that, 
while sanitation is makiag some progress in 
the Colony, much atill remaita to be done. 
Tt. is. satisEnctory to find that the .rate-of 
mortality amung the British and foreign 
community in 1803 was tho lowest but two 
of any of the preceding nine years, being 
2.06 per cont, to the numbor of rosidonts. 
Dr. Axrne docs not giva the rate of morta- 
lity among the Chinese population, but from 
tho. last published returns of the Registrar- 
Geueral we find that the death rate in 1883 
among the Chinesa was 30.84 per thousand, 
or considerably in excess of the three previdus 
yeare, but lower than the rate for 1879, 
which was 98.11 per thousand, Tho health 
of the Coloriy was therafore nob, exception- 
ally good, though it’ waa fairly’ 0. ~ Dr. 
Ayers gives, howover,- ame tables which 
are of great importance, as tending to show 
the reason the health returns: do not im- 
prove, as they might, ander. ordinary cir- 
eumatances, be expacted to do, We allude 
to the tables of deaths traceable to diseases 
which may bé cauaed by filth poison, namely, 
enteric, simple continudd,and typbus fovors 
and. diarrhe. The tables apread over 
eleven yearu and the dewhs aniong Euro- 
peane aud Chinese are given naparately. 
Those nuong Europeans show groat fluc- 
tations, but not a very alarming increase, 
the first return, for 1873, being 25 deaths, 
and tho last, for 1888, only 19, but im. 1882 
there were 87 deaths from these causes, and 
theavorage was higher than 25. While, how- 
ever, it is thus apparent: that the mortality 
from fevers, &c;, among Kuropeins has 
not Iargely incrensod, the tables of deatha 
among the Chineda froin diseases of this 
kind show « startling und steady rate 
of progression, rising from 319 in 1878 
to 1,496 in 1888, | Dr. Aynes uvhesilatiogly 
expresses the opinton that this increase is 


of the cicy of Victoria, and it ie to be 
feared that there reslly is oo other 
conclusion possible. Some allowance way, 
however, be mado for the very consider- 
‘able’ incremont in the Chinese popula- 
tion, during the past ten yeara, and for the 
over-crowding which it bas entailed, “The 
.main reagon js, however, doubtlose that the 
filth ond ineanitary matter, auch as: the 
contents of noxious drains, have been 
accumulating and soaking into the ground, 
the result being the gradual devalopment 
of fever germs from gpwage ‘and’ otber 
postiferous saturation of the adil, Tho 
Colonial Surgeon directs attention to the 
important work achieved .by the Sanitary 
Board, and shows what a wasa of-rabbish of 
a diagueting degoription was brought to light 
by it, during the cholera aeare lact year. It 
would be a good thing, we think, if » similar 
invitation ‘were iesued to Qhinese bouee. 
holders by the Board periodically to bring 
out their filth, for it epeedily accumulates in 
houses where there is very limited accom 
modation and. no backyard or court. — 
Tho Colonial Surgeon is clearly of opinion 
tbat the Hongkong public do not fully ap- 
pteciata the gravity of the situation, that they 
under-estimate the dager which threatens 
the Colony from the inganitary conditions 
abounding in it, that they are not conscious 
—and. hardly care to be—of the mine 
which may. any year be’ sprung upon 
thom in tho shape of o desolating 
epidemic, Socing the strength of. bi con. 
vietions on thia head and thp fact that they 
wore 6o.fully borne out by Mr, Oxapwror’s 
report, it is natural enough that Dr. Ayrzs 
should feel that the appointment of a- Savi- 
tary Board has in great measire lightened 
bia responsibility, As he remayks, much 
remains to be doné before the sanitation 
of the city. can bé pronounced to be in 
a adtisfactory condition, but the work 
has been commoneed, and systematic efforts 
sre being made to carry out the recommen- 
dations of the Shnitary Commissioner.
